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+ Body of Edward Warnock Found , 
Saturday In River Off The Gill Shore 


Identity Is Made 


By Clothing Worn 


The body of Edward L. War- 
nock, who drowned in the Con- 
necticut river on Saturday, Nov. 
6, 1937, was found last Saturday 
afternoon, almost six months 
later, floating in the same river 
but caught on the branch of a 
tree, near the lower ferry site on 
the Git shore, some three miles 
below the place where it is pre- 
sumed he fell overboard while 
fishing. 

The discovery was made by 
parties who were in the river in 
a boat gathering driftwood. They 
went to Tdrners Falls and noti-. 
fled the police. The State Police; 
barracks at Shelburne Falls was, 
immediately notified and officer 
Irving immediately responded. 
Irving made a partial identifica- 
tion and Herman Miner was | 
summoned, who declared the 
body as that of Warnock. This 
was accomplished because of the 
clothing he had worn, which was 
still preserved and because of his 
watch and knife which were 
found in his pockets. Features 
were not recognizable because 
of the battering it had received 
by the elements and because of 
the long time in the water. 

It is presumed that the body 
had worked loose from some 
point up the river and had float- 
ed down with the current which 
running close to the Gill side 
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had again entangled it on the 
water’s surface. 

The body was removed by au- 
thority of the medical examiner 
by Undertaker George A. Kidder 
and immediately prepared for 
burial. The services were held 
Sunday afternoon at two o’clock 
at the Center cemetery with Rev. 
W. W. Coe offtciating. 

Mr. Warnock who was en- 
gaged asa plumber in town and 
resided in the house at the west 
end of Bennett Meadow bridge, 
set out for a fishing trip up the 
river shortly after two o’clock 
Saturday afternoon, Nov. 6. In 
the boat with him was his span- 
jel dog. Several persons had seen 
him in the boat during the after- 
noon, but as the day waned and 
he had not put in an appearance 
although the dog had returned 
home about five o’clock, a search 
was instituted by friends and 
State Police, which continued 
for several days. His boat was 
found on the shore on the east 
side about a half mile below his 
house, and a few days later an 
oar was found further down ‘the 
river. Mr. Warnock was given up 
for lost and that be had drowned 
while fishing. The long sus- 
pense is ended with the finding 
of the body. He was 38 years of 
age, and was born in Northamp- 
ton May 24, 1900, the son of 
Robert and Margaret Warnock. 
Surviving are his wife, the form- 
er Jennie Miner of Northfleld 
and a daughter, Fay.

Then the private yard could be 
further divided into such things 
as playground, flower garden, 
vegetable garden, and reserve 
garden. You couhd, of course, 
make further divisions, such as 
wild flower garden, rose garden, 
bird garden, pools—any number 
of types that hapen to suit your 
fancy or that happen to fit well 
into your particular location. 

Make these areas more or less 
independent and yet a unit. You 
can shut off one from the other 
by walls or fences or trellises or 
hedges. And yet you've got to be 
able to circulate from one to the 
other. In other words, connect 
these areas with paths, gateways, 
or steps which fit right into the 
picture. 

In this domestic style of home 
grounds you wan fo remember 
certain other things.
